By 
early Monday evening one boiler 
was back in operation. He said no 
dollar estimate was possible of the 
total damage. In fact, until the 
boilers were back in full operation 
total damage could not be ascer- 
tained.

Mt. Abram Ski School ingtruc 
tors Rusty Strout and Al Wescott 
recently completed a two-consecu- 
tive-day Professional Ski Instruc- 
tors of America (PSIA) clinic and 
evaluation held at Lost Valley, 
Auburn, 

Instructors from Maine’s major 
ski resorts were enrolled, as well 
as ski school members from such 
‘New Hampshire areas as Cannon 
and Loon Mountain, Waterville 
Valley and Pat’s Peak. PSIA ex- 
aminers from Maine, New Hamp- 
Shire and Vermont conducted the 
course. 

Free-skiing, teaching, final-form 
demonstrations and slalom-run- 
ning abilities were evaluated, 
with 20 points total score award- 
ed for proficiency in the four 
areas. While 12 accumulative 
points allow an instructor a pass- 
ing grade, Strout and Wescott each 
netted 19 of the possible 20 points, 

The first day's skiing was de- 
voted to refining ski discipline 
techniques, while the second day 
involved teaching methods and the 
evaluation, 

Successful completion of the ev- 
aluation enables an instructor to 
become a Registered member of 
PSIA. After Registration, an in- 
instructor's final step is to be- 
come Certified, 9 rating for which 
he must complete stecessfully an 
intensive, six-day instruction and 
examination session, 

Although the vast majority of 
the country's ski instructors are 
neither Registered nor Certified, 
most resorts’ ski schools are direc- 
ted by Certified instructors, PSTA's 
Registration and Certification pro- 
grams are aimed at standardizing 
ski insutretion throughout the na- 
ion.

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SPECIAL S, A. D, 44 BOARD 
SESSION TO DISCUSS REPORT 
OF “OCT. 14 COMMITTEE” 


The S, A. D. 44 board of direc. 
tors will held a special meeting 
next Monday evening, Jan. 26, to 
discuss the Report of the Special 
Commitice to Review discipline, 
Curriculum and Philosophy at Tel- 
star. The committee was authoriz- 
ed by the board on Oct, 14, and 
submitted its report on Dee. 1, 
The directors accepted the report 
on Dec,.15. The meeting next 
Monday evéning will be held in the 
Télstar Lecture Hall at 7:30, 


Following is the report as sub- 
mitted by the Special Committee: 
1. Introduction 

This committee was formed 
by the Board of Directors on Oct. 
14, to look into, investigate, and 
report back to the Board on Dis- 
cipline, the philosophy, and pro- 
gram at Telstar by the first reg- 
ular meeting in December. We 
have found ourselyes.in agreement 
with the district philosophy of edu- 
cation and in general with the 
present program at Telstar. We 
find in some areas that our inter- 
pretation of the philsophy of dis- 
cipline differs from that now he- 
ing used and the following report 
recommends certain changes based 
On our interpretation. We also in- 
clude some changes and additions 
to the program which we hope will 
Prevent situations that lead to 
discipline problems. 


U, Discipline and Disciplinary 
ction : 

A. We feel that for a child to 
develop the capacity to discipline 
him or herself, a child must have 
the freedom to make choices. 
When and if he does make the 
wrong choices (i. e.: breaks a rule, 
fails to do his assigned tasks, fails 
to maintain a passing grade aver- 
age in each course), he then must 
have some controls put on his ac- 
tions for 4 period of time, We are 
looking for the best in each child 
and therefore when he enters 
school we expect him to make the 
right choice, therefore privileges 
are granted equally. We must not 
condemn the child for his mis- 
takes but help him to profit from 
them. 

B. Paragraph two of M.S. A. D. 
#44 Blue Book (Basil Kjnney's 
Sept. 2, 1975, Memo to the School 
Board), page 17, paragraph three, 
now reads: “The procedures, in- 
cluding rules, by which order is 
maintained in a school are refer-; 
red to as discipline. In M. S, A. 
D. #44 the procedure to be used 
is that the pupil is to be guided 
in the development of self-control 
and of a sense of responsibility to 
the other pupils and the school. 
Coercion, employment of penalties 
reprimands, detention, w thdrawal 
of privileges, corporal punishment, 
and expulsion are to be consider: 
ed extremes reportable, immedi- 
ately to the next in the chain of 
authority within the school system 
for review to determine when, 
where, and how self-control and 
persuasion failed. (Knowing, as in 
society generally, teachers and 
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principals alike must resort to 
force when self-control and per- 
suasion fail).” 

It is the opinion of the commit- 
tee that the paragraph should 
read: “The procedures, including 
rules, by which order is maintain- 
ed in a school are referred to as 
discipline, In M, S. A. D, #44 the 
procedure to be used is that. the 
pupil is to be guided in the devel- 
opment of self-control and of a 
Sense of responsibility 40 the oth- 
er pupils and the school, When 

cessary.—coercion, employment 
of penalties, reprimands, deten- 
tion, and withdrawal of privileges 
are normal means of discipline to 
be used with discretion. Corporal 
punishment, suspension, and ex- 
pulsion are extremes reportable 
immediately to the next in chain 
of authority within the school sys- 
tem for review to determine when, 
where, and how self-control and 
persuasion failed.” 

1. Since we no longer have de- 
partment heads, the Assistant 
Principal should be considered 
next in the chain of authority in 
matters of discipline referrals, so 
that situations can be handled 
fairly and expediently. 

2. The administration at Telstar 
should establish a procedure to 
be used when the Assistant Princi- 
pal is not available, 

C. At Telstar, as anywhere, it 
would be impossible to list all 
privileges, but the committee has 
stated a few possibilities which we 
feel will explain our position, 

1, Extra-curricular activities 

2, Student lounge 

3. Smoking area 

4, Free movement durjng non- 
class time. Some possible meth- 
ods to control movement might be: 

a. Assign the student to a class- 
room where the teacher js willing. 
(Maximum of four students to a 
class), 

b. Assign the student to a specif: 
ic teacher during floaling time 
block, 

c. A proctored study hall. . 

D. The committee is in basic 
agreement with the student hand- 
book except for the section on 
drugs, which we understand is 
now in the policy committee for 
revision. We do, however, feel we 
should recommend some guide- 
ines: 

a. Freedom does not mean per- 
missiveness. 

b, Self-discipline can only be 
taught through corrective guid- 
ance for those who display a lack 
of self-control, : 

c. Although the handbock is 
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quite general, it should be. fojlow- 
ed by students and school officials 
where specific and where not spe- 
cific should be interpeted with 

common sensé, to insure order im 

the school and fairness to all. 

iil. We are proposing the follow. 
ing changes and/or additions to 
the pregram at Telstar with the 
feeling that total student in- 
volvement In the school com- 
munity will eliminate most of 
the student discipline problems. 
1, A certain sum of money be 

set aside, Part of this amount be 

use] to hire additional personne} 
who would handle study halls, go 
teachers would be free td’ offer 

more courses and go back to a 

more varied type of program. 

. A certain sum of that am- 
ount be set aside to present assem- 
blies in the scHool of the first 
calibre. 

3. The Board set aside an am- 
ount, whatever it would take, to 
hire an individual as a public re- 
lation persin, someone to promote 
M.S. A.D. #44, 

4, Make more use of floating 
block by actively involving the 
students, such as through, clubs, 
contests and tournaments. 

IV. Summary 
Although we have recommended 

specific changes in the District 

Philosophy and program at Tel- 

star, we do not feel that the ma- 

jor problems are with the writ- 
ten text of the Philosophy and 

Program, but with the interpreta- 

tion and application of that Phil- 

osophy. 

We feel that everyone in the 
District, Administrators, Teachers, 
Students and Citizens, have a res- 
ponsibility to the well-being of the 
students, The Administrators, 
Teachers and Students have the 
responsibility to use common sense 
and reason when interpreting and 
following the philsophy and rules 
of the District. The citizens have 
the responsibility to obtain the 
facts from the proper officials of 
the school administration and 
board, when situations arise and 
not spread rumors. Rumors can 
only injure those involved. 

We_ feel the Superintendent 
should present a report to the 
School Board on how the students 
are being prepared at the elemen- 
tary level to assume a role of self: 
discipline at the secondary level. 

The committee believes in this 
report and hopes that it is accept- 
od and implemented by all involv- 
ed,
